MONTREAL (UPI)-Opp* 
sltion Leader Pearson warned 
last night that if the West pro¬ 
vides assistance to under¬ 
developed nations for cold-war 
motives only, “we are likely to 
tail in achieving any good per¬ 
manent result.” 

Pearson said it was Import¬ 
ant that the West must “avoid 
the impression ,.. that we are 
trying ) purchase Asian and 
African allies in the cold war." 

The Nobel Peace Prize win 
ner spoke at the McGill Uni 
versity conference on work! 
affairs. The subject of hia ad¬ 
dress was: “Afro-Asia; The 
Problem of Under-Developed 
Countfiea.” 


A. Belaunde of Peru declared 
the vote unanimous on a show 
of hands after 14 countries— 
from both sides of the Iron 
Curtain—spoke in support of 
the resolution co-sponaored by 
11 countries. 

NONE AGAINST 

The vote In the 82-member 
assembly was 78 in favor, 
non* against and no absten¬ 
tions, four delegations—appar¬ 
ently caught by surprise when 
the vote was called—being 
absent. 

External Affairs Minister 
Howard Green termed the vote 
“particularly gratifying” since 
by its across-the-board nature 
It indicated that ail other 
members of the UN took the 
same serious view of the radia¬ 
tion problem as Canada. 

SPORE IN FAVOR 

Britain, the United States. 
France and the Soviet Union 
all spoke in favor of the reso¬ 
lution, which calls for sampling 
and analysis of air, water, soil 
and food on a standardized 
basis all over the world to de¬ 
termine the hazards of radia¬ 
tion. 

In Introducing the resolu¬ 
tion, Green reiterated Canada s 
offer to receive from other 
states radiation samples col¬ 
lected according to methods 
recommended by the UN 
scientific committee on the ef¬ 
fects of radiation.

Green said earlier' 1 Canada 
is ready to spend nearly $500, 
000 to get the plan working. 

IMPORTANCE 

Diplomats attached consid 
erable importance to the unani¬ 
mous reaction to the Canadian 
proposal, since It was inevi¬ 
tably linked with disarmament 
although specifically described 
an issue apart from the 
cold war by Green on numer 
ous occasions. 

All 82 members of the UN 
earlier joined in co-sponsorship 
of a disarmament resolution 
inspired by the Soviet Union, 
but it Is couched in general 
terms. The radiation plan deals 
with actual operations across 
the Iron Curtain, and calls for 
countries to repcrl their find¬ 
ings to the scientific commit 
tee.

M USEUMS are in the mind these 
days. There are groups con¬ 
cerned about the Provincial Museum, 
which lack* the space to house and 
display its large and valuable collec¬ 
tions in the proper manner. This is a 
disability which goes back many 
years, ever since it hecame obvious 
that the legislative Buildings no 
longer sufficed for government ad¬ 
ministrative purposes. 

Premier Bennett has promised 
that provincial museum and archivist 
needs will be kept in mind, but that 
priority must go to the development 
iof Vancouver Island in the matter of 
roads and settlement. It is perhaps 
hard to quarrel with this view for 
the growth and prosperity of the 
province depend on extension of 
physical facilities. Even so it should 
be' possible to do something about 
improving the present museum's 
capacity and display space. Relics 
and artifacts kept in a dungeon are. 
no credit to any authority. 

Brighter things appear in store 
for the civic museum which has long 
been mooted as the best destiny for 
Craigdarroch Castle. Talk has given 
wav to organized action. The forma¬ 
tion of a registered society with this 
aim and purpose, backed by a notable 
list of subscribers headed bv the 
Lieutenant-Governor, is a splendid 
step forward. The school board is the 
present incumbent of the castle, but 
sooner rather than later it is bound 
to vacate the building as a new city. 


hall and school board offices are 
erected. These projects cannot be 
delayed much longer. 

Craigdarroch Castle is, or cer¬ 
tainly quickly could be restored to 
such a state, a real show place. It is 
one of the outstanding landmarks of 
the city, and is a logical place in 
which to house and present the relics 
and records of Victoria city. It would 
be an attraction without ready peer, 
for few cities have such an eye¬ 
catching structure set in their midst.

Douglas Day 


T HE second anniversary of Douglas 
Day, in memory of the stalwart 
fur trader who hecame governor of 
both chown colonies in what is now 
British Columbia, will be observed on 
Thursday. Premier Bennett and the 
cabinet are to mark the occasion by 
holding an executive council meeting 
hn the officers’ quarters of the re¬ 
constructed fort at Langley, 101 
years after creation of the crown 
colony on the Mainland. The fort was 
rebuilt as part of B.C.’s centennial 
celebrations last year. 

It is interesting to imagine \vhat 
the first members of the Mainland’s 
colonial executive would think of 
British Columbia and its status today. 
The physical development would ex¬ 
ceed their longest dreams. The popu¬ 
lation of the province, and its position 
as a leading ivorld exporter of prim¬ 
ary products would he a realization 
of their confident hopes. The success 
of the union of both crown colonies, 
which came later, would stand in 
their eyes as abundantly justified. 


Yet there are some things which 
the pioneer councillors might not 
understand, might even question. 
One would be the growing reliance 
upon governments to settle every¬ 
thing that goes wrong. Another 
could be the cash-dn-the-barrel atti¬ 
tude of those who treat with govern¬ 
ments in one fashion or another. The 
pioneers had little government; they 
knew' that primarily their success 
depended on themselves. 

In a personal sense, the second 
anniversary of Douglas Day bears 
gathering evidence of the sterling per¬ 
formance and rigorous attention to 
duty of Sir James Douglas himself. 
He may have made mistakes in a 
political sense but his sincerity was 
manifest. The energy with which he 
threw himself against the tasks, 
problems and obstacles of the day 
stands as a monument to human 
endeavor. He was a big man in a 
new* country, and hi* light shines 
only the brighter with the passing 
year*.

V ICTORIA city’s returning officer 
should have little difficulty in 
accommodating balloting arrange¬ 
ments for the revised civic voters’ 
list, in the new quarters which must 
he arranged due to razing the market 
building. To last year’s roster of 
20,273 names just 15 electors have 
been added, subject yet to whatever 
the court of revision may rule when 
It meets on Friday. 

One would not like to think that 
15 new voters expresses the develop¬ 
ment of this community on the plane 
of civic consciousness during the last 
12 months. New housing additions 
alone under NHA, where registration 
is automatic, must have exceeded that 
number. Against the accretions, how- 
tver, are weighed the withdrawals. 


A few' families have moved out of the 
province, and perhaps many out of 
the inner areas of the city proper to 
the adjacent countryside.

It is perhaps with this in mind that 
Eisenhower has* been urging an East- 
West *t\mmlt conference this year. De 
Gaulle refused, favoring instead a sum¬ 
mit next spring without putting a 
specific date on hi* proposal. 

Now de Gaulle has announced that 
Soviet Premier 1 Khrushchev will visit 
France for two weeks beginning March 
15. He Use stated that 4 a addition to tha 


Western summit meeting planned for 
Paris, Dec. 19 there should feg,< another 
meeting of the Western powers before 
the full East-West summit is hel$. 

All this would seem t<j indicate fur¬ 
ther delay* iti the East-West negotiations, 
to the point where Elsenhower may even 
have to take a hack seat in the final 
talks simply because he would he edg¬ 
ing close to a fadeout from the White 

House. 

That may be to de Gaulle’s advantage 
for despite his avowed friendship for 
Elsenhower he has voiced suspicion of 
both Russia and the U.S. as the worlds 
two main nuclear powers. ' • c- 

At an East West conference table 
would be Russia, the U.S., Britain and 
France. All but France have exploded 
nuclear weapons. France will attempt to 
explode a nuclear device in the Sahara 
early next* year, rejecting appeals that 
she abandon such a test.

His next line reads “age shall 
not weary them, nor the years con¬ 
demn.” That la, they will remain 
ever young and fresh. ' » 

Physically this is illustrated in the 
story of the mountaineers who lost a 
companion during a hazardous climb. 
They calculated that the glader would 
bring his body down to a certain point 
in 30 years time, and they returned 
after three decades to recover It. 

They had forgotten the years that 
condemned them; they had grown 
old but their companion was pre¬ 
served in the pristine glory of his 
youth. 

With the war dead that cannot 
be. but memory stills the years. I 
mentioned the other day that my own 
Remembrance Day recollection in¬ 
cluded a boyhood chum who loomed 
In mind as no older than the 30 sum¬ 
mers that were his on earth. 

Age has wearied me, perhaps, hut 
not him. And as Lawrence Binyon 
so truly phrases it, he “shall grow not 
old." 

"We will remember them.” adds 
the poet, and so we do. They grow 
old in stature, as my Duncan cor¬ 
respondent observes; in our recollec- 
tfbn of them. 

Fbr some people memory of this 
kind is apparently either a bore or a 
nuisance. But that is their loss; for 
If they are insensitive to the nuances 
of Remembrance Day an enriching 
quality is missing from their make¬ 
up. 

a a * 

Another correspondent voices 
some apprehension lest the thesis of 
"one world” should destroy such 
remembrance by vitiating patriotism. 

I do not think her fear justified. I 
am no theologian but I do not believe 
"one world” was meant to he. 

There would have been some other 
arrangement If family pride, tribe 
loyalty and national patriotism were 
not among the fundamental virtues 
of life. 

One world may seem an ideal, but 
I do not fancy it would to he as ideal 
as it sounds. Humanity is spurred 
onward by kinshipyknd zeal and self- 
Wanes*, and if these graces were 
remo\ed it would be. I think, a very 
•dull and inept world. 

*• Love must be positive to be worth¬ 
while, and love is centred in the 
loyalty of famdy and tribe and nation. 
Human beings are not abstract even 
. If some of their paintings ire. ' All 
history proves that and It is fallacious 
to think otherwise. 

A world without these anchor* 
would drift aimlessly. growing old 
and condemned by the years without 
tha saving grata of remembrance. 


i EX'A USE West Germany’s stabil¬ 
ity has been largely linked with 
the dominating figure of Konrad 
Adenauer, many 
wonder what will 
happen when the 
frl-year-okl chancel¬ 
lor is no longer 
there. The Chris¬ 
tian Democratic 
movement is ~i~ 
new, postwar devel- 
qpment in Euro¬ 
pean' politics, and 
the fate of similar movements, the 
Italian Christian Democracy and the 
French Popular Republican Move¬ 
ment (MPRi, naturally springs to 
mind. * 

In Italy, as 1ong«as the dominating 
figure of Premier Aloide de Gasperi 
held the reins, the Christian Demo¬ 
cratic party remained united and the 
country had a stable administration. 
After de Gasperi’s death the party 
began to disintegrate, lost votes, and 
today Italy is in almost the same un¬ 
stable position as was France’s 
Fourth Republic. 

The eclipse of MPR after its rapid 
postwar upsurge was even more re¬ 
markable, and today the party’s repre¬ 
sentation In the National Assembly 
has dwindled to an insignificant frac¬ 
tion. 

However, such parallels are firmly 
rejected in West Germany. Unlike the 
French and the Italian parties. Dr. 
Adenauers party i* not a purely 
Catholic movement, as indeed was its 
predecessor in thf Weimar republic, 
the Centre party. A considerable 
effort has been made to abolish 
within the party the differences that 
had existed until Hitler’s times be¬ 
tween Protestants and Catholics, and 
to transform it Into a strictly bi-con¬ 
fessional party, and thus into a nor¬ 
mal Conservative movement. Special 
regard Is also taken to ensure a 
proper representation within the 
party of the farming elemcnf^s^as 
to avoid a split between town and 
country, and an eventual emergence 
of a Peasant party. 

So far, the party machine has been 
funning gmoothlv, both in ensuring 
a parity of representation between 
Catholics and Protestants, and in in¬ 
culcating upon the minds of* the elec¬ 
torate the idea of a two-party system. 
People got accustomed to' vote for 
Christian Democrats “to keep out the 
Socialists,” or to vote Socialist in an 
effort to topple Dr. Adenauer. 

* a * 

It is generally assupied in Bonn 
that Dr. Adenauer will once again 
win the 1961 election an assumption 
which is being made not only in the 
Christian Democratic party head- 
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quarters, where they plan for 1963 
rather than for 1961. 

However, In view of Dr. Adb’n- 
auer’s advanced age nothing can be 
taken for granted, and there Is much 
speculation in West Germany about 
his succession. The "Erhard incident,” 
as it is now referred to, is being re¬ 
gretted: Christian Democrats' main¬ 
tain that it was caused by a futile 
panic when some within the party 
feared that Carlo Schmid, the. distin¬ 
guished professor whom Social Demo¬ 
crats put up as candidate for the 
presidency, would attract Christian 
Democratic' votes. This, in view of 
Christian Democratic party- man¬ 
agers, was an unnecessary fear. Dr. 
Schmid is considered to be a great 
humanist, but not a great politician, 
just as ; Prof. Ludwig Erhard is con¬ 
sidered a great economist, but naive 
in politics. 

“Erhard was tripped up by -Aden¬ 
auer, and what is to prevent Khrush¬ 
chev from .tripping him up just as 
easily," a party official said. The 
^>arty is obviously trying, to stave off 
the succession fight untii alter the 
1961 election. ‘‘We do not want to be 
in the same situation as the British 
Conservatives when ’ (Sir Winston) 
Churchill retired," a Christian Demo¬ 
crat deputy explained. ‘The party had 
no other choice but Sir Anthony 
Eden, who was already a sick man, 
even though it could have had Mac¬ 
millan who has since proved to be 
such a skilful leader,” 

A * A 

Meanwhile there Is little doubt 
that many party officials are back¬ 
ing Franz-Jo«ef Strauss, the West 
German defence minister, for party 
leadership. His praises were sung 
loud both in Bonn and in Munich, hU 
home province. He is considered to 
have the advantage of youth, to be a 
skilled politician, and to have, a* a 
Bonn official put it, a “a high degree 
of political courage.’’ 

The future of the Christian Demo¬ 
cratic party w-illf of course, be also 
determined by development* within 
the Social Democratic party! The 
Social Democrats are battling under 
many disadvantages. They have never 
been particularly strong in the areas 
that are now West Germany, and It 
was freely admitted at their head¬ 
quarters that one of the reasons why 
Social Democrats tare putting such a 
strong emphasis upon reunification is 
that In the past their big vote has 
been in what is now the Soviet zone. 
A unified Germany would present, irv 
their view, the best chances of a So¬ 
cialist electoral victory.

/THERE are,people who get Into a 
lather of fury Q the very men¬ 
tion of censorship. ''Forgetting that 


every, law on our statute books is in 
some degree s fo/m- of censorship, 
that freedom is not. never has been 
and never can be an absolute, they 
cry havoc at the mere suggestion of 
any*limitation whatsoever upon what 
may appear in the press, in hooks, 
In the movies, on television. There 
must be jno restraints, no red lights, 
no brakes. Only “freedom." 

Well, we have been wondering 
W’hether such hot champions of free¬ 
dom may not now be asking them¬ 
selves whether a bit of censorship 
might not have prevented the fraud, 
with its degradation of people, that 
came with those TV quiz shows? Or 
even asking themselves whether a 
touch of Censorship, applied from 
here in, may not he the only way to 
avert repetition of such frauds? r 

All very well it is to say, as' Some 
are saying, that TV with its burnt 
fingers will watch ttsAtf in the future; 
'do It* own policing. Can we depend 
on that? 

Mr. Frqnk alanton, president of 
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the Columbia Broadcasting System, 
comes in sackcloth and ashes to say 
that “the American people must be 
given assurance that what they hear 
and see on CBS programs is exactly 
what it purports to be.” 

AH they “hear and see" in the way 
of TV advertising? 

A television program presents „ 
more to the viewer than some play 
or talk or variety art; it is accom¬ 
panied by advertising advertising 
that not only la a part of the pro¬ 
gram but which makes the program 
possible. 

Is ft — this advertising — always 
“exactly what It purports to be?" 
We doubt it We are convinced that 
in too ro»ny rase* it Is pure exagger¬ 
ation, distortion of fact, misrepre¬ 
sentation; designed to bait the un¬ 
wary, to fool. 

These, we suggest, are the con¬ 
tents of TV programs to which our 
Broadcasting Board of Governors 
might well give their attention. Pro¬ 
grams of a 35 per cent Canadian 
content may be important. They can 
hardly he as important as TV pro¬ 
grams of a 100 per cent honesty 
content.

Decision of the Comox Valley Curling Club to enter 
playdowns leading to participation in the Dominion 
curling championship has forced a change in the method 
of deciding the Vancouver Island Consols champion. 

In, past seasons, the Victoria, Duncan, Nanaimo and 
Alberni Valley clubs each declared two representatives and 
the eight rinks played a round-robin final to deride the Zone t 
champion. Entry of Comox Valley, something desired by all 
Island curlers, meant 10 finalists under the old system. That 
was too many for either a round-robin or a double-draw 
knockout if the final was to be completed* over a weekend. 

.Something else had to be devised and a committee of one 
delegate from each club was set up by the Vancouver Island 
Curling Association to try* and come up with a workable 
arrangement for the final. 

A suggestion that each of the four up-Island clubs declare 
one winner and Victoria two to set up a six-rink final was set 
aside because of the unanimous feeling that two finalists fronr\ 
Mrh clyb were needed to. sustain interest'in the Consols 
playdowns. 

The committee finally came up with a plan to divide the 
Island into North and South zones, the latter to include 
Victoria and Duncan and the north zone the other three clubs. 
Victoria was to be* given four rinks and the other four clubs 
two each, setting up six rink semi finals, which will he played 
■r Duncan and Comox Valley on Jan. 9 and 10. Three rinks 
will qualify from each semi final for a six rink, round robin 
final at Alberni Valley the following weekend. 

The recommendation was adopted by the VICA with all 
clubs in support except Nanaimo, which opposed the granting 
of one club more representatives than any other. 

Nanaimo's rejected counter proposal was that each club 
declare two winners, the 10 rinks to be divided into sections 
of five rinks each one from each club in each to play round- 
robin semi finals with the two winners meeting in a best 
of-three final. 

The new playoff plan, which seems equitable enough In 
view of the facts that the north zone has 15 sheets of curling 
ice and the south zone 13 and that Victoria as the largest 
club rates extra representation, wiU be on a one-year trial 
basis.

Even Soot Worth Saving 


By M. V. CHE8NTT, FRH8 

I have ha*J several complaint* In 
my mail recently about Montbretiaa, 
which in some rases haven't bloomed 
any too well 4his year. The most 
common cause for this flowerless 
condition is overcrowding, and thia 
is a good time to lift, divide and 
replant the clumps. 

The larger corms should be re* 
planted in soil enriched with peat 
mass or Blue Whale plus bone meal, 
setting them in five inches deep and 
fcix inches apart. The little fellows 
may be planted thinly in rows in a 
nursery bed. in full sum to plump 
themselves up and make sturdy 
corms for setting out next fall. 

While the older varieties of Mont* 
bretia are reliably hardy here, some 
of the newer, largei flowered hybrids 
are a bit on the delicate side. These 
should be lifted now and given 
exactly the s’a m e treatment as 
gladiolus bulbs, replanting tht dried 
corns next spring. 

* ★ ★ 

This is a good time of the year to 
collect and burn any rubbish, tw igs, 
branches and litter unfit for the 
compost heap. As the resultant wood 
ashea from the garden bonfire will 
lose most of their feeding value if ex¬ 
posed to the rain, it is best to scoop 
them up and store them in a dry 
place. Or, if you have no convenient 


storage space, mix the ashes into the 
compost heap where their nutrient 
salts will be retained in the spongy 
mass. 

While you have the bon (ire going, 
It is a good idea to throw a few grass 
sods on the fire. Newly cut sods are 
not suitable for use in potting up 
planis or builds or for seed starting 
•Oil mixtures, and ordinarily need to 
be rotted down for a year before 
being Incorporated into a soil mix¬ 
ture. h,ut after a night on a glowing 
a*h heap, they can be used straight 
away. 

♦ A A 

If your soil is a heavy, sticky 
clay, it will pay you to bank the fire 
with some of this soil. Once clay has 
been burnt, it will never again revert 
to its sticky state, and a few' bucket¬ 
fuls of burnt day i* wonderful stuff 
for topdressing the bed in which you 
make your first sowing of onion 
seed in the spring. 

As far as temperatures are con¬ 
cerned, outdoor sowings of onions 
may he made as early as February. 
Trouble is, the soil is usually far too 
sloppy at that time of the year, and 
is sometimes unfit for sowing right 
up to and into April. Topping up 
your onion bed w’ith burnt clay, 
which cannot absorb much moisture, 
will put you w’eeks ahead in your 
onion sowing. 

. When you call the chimney sweep 


to do your .annual chimney cleaning, 
don t let him dump the soot over the 
back fence or caro’ it away with him 
—it is valuable in several ways for 
your garden. 

A A * 

First, it is an excellent mild 
fertilizer to scratch in around your 
plants after it has been aged under 
cover for about a month. It makes a 
good liquid feed too. if you put two 
cupfuls in an old nylon stocking and 
suspend it in a bucket of water for a 
couple of days. This "soot water" is 
relished by all plants, and it seems to 
have the power to deepen and en¬ 
hance the color of flowers. 

Another use is to darken tha 
surface of the soil in ear(y spring. 
Just as dark clothing is warmer than 
light •t’olored clothes, sq will soot- 
treated soil absorb more of the sun'a 
rays and warm up earlier in tha 
year. 

The third use for soot is as a soil 
fumigant, and as such it does a grand 
job of clearing the ground of wire- 
worms. millipedes, leatherjackets and 
small slugs. The soot is scattered in 
the trenches as the ground is dug 
over, a thin dusting of lime if 
sprinkled on top of it. and tha mix¬ 
ture covered immediately with soil. 
The lime interacts with the soot ta 
release ammonia, \vhich spread* 
through the soil, killing or driving 
out pests.

A scheme to provide educa¬ 
tional and hobby classes for 
Victoria’s senior citizens is in 
the planning stage and should 
be in operation within a year. 

Co sponsored by the Silver 
Threads Service and the adult 
education division of the 
Greater Victoria school board, 
the plan would provide for the 
senior citizens the equivalent 
of night school classes at times 
convenient for them.

Announcement was made 
yesterday by Glen Hamilton, 
executive director of the Silver 
Threads Service, and J. H. 
Dalgleish, technical and voca¬ 
tional director for School Dis¬ 
trict 61. 

“About 17 per cent of Vic¬ 
toria's population is in the 
over-65 age bracket." Mr. 
Hamilton said yesterday. “Most 
of them are retired with time 
on their hands. We feel an at¬ 
tempt should be made to help 
them make use of that time 
through constructive interest 
courses. This could include 
everything from bridge lessons 
to philosophy. 

NOT ATTRACTIVE 

"Present courses are not at¬ 
tractive to older people be¬ 
cause they are at night, and 
because the fee is sometimes 
too high for them. Under this 
plan the fee would be kept to 
the minimum possible and 
courses would be held during 
the day as weU as in the eve¬ 
ning.” 

At the moment, effort is 
centered around finding a suit¬ 
able place to hold the courses, 
as well as locating instructors 
to teach them. 

NEXT EALL 

"We are now doing a survey 
of places available," Mr. Dalg¬ 
leish said. "It will probably 
be next fall before we can get 
started, but if we can speed 
things up, so much the better. 

"We want courses specific¬ 
ally for the aged. The Impor¬ 
tant thing will be to keep the 


fee low. We don’t want to shut 

out anyone." 

The problem of a location 
for the classes may be solved 
in the near future. The Silver 
Threads Service is looking for 
permanent headquarters, 
which Mr. Hamilton said could 
be used for the courses during 
the day. Negotiations are 
almost completed for a site in 
downtown Victoria.

WASHINGTON (UPI)—The 
U.S. defence department, target 
of touch criticism of its own 
missile effort, had a cold no 
comment last night on Nikita 
S. Khrushchev’s claim that one 
Russian factory turned out 
250 hydrogen warhead rockets 
in a year. 

But Defence Secretary Neil 
H. McElroy made some com¬ 
ments on the subject last June 
27 when he told reporters that 
the Russians had "serious 
trouble” with their ICBMs and 
he estimated that Soviets 

C ould have 10 ICBMs in com- 
it units by the end of 1959. 
The United States now has 
three Atlas missiles ready to 
go at Vandenberg air force 
base, California. 


OFFERS TO HELP 

At least three other coun 
tries—the U.S., Japan and Nor 
way—have already offered to 
utilize their laboratory facili¬ 
ties to help other countries. 
Similar offers were expected 
from other nations. Said 
Green: 

"If other governments indl 
cate their readiness to partici¬ 
pate in such a co-operative pro¬ 
gram of collection and analysis, 
the Canadian government as 
an initial offer is pre¬ 
pared to receive and analyze 
on a regular basis samples of 
air, water, soil and food trom 
20 to 25 foreign sampling 
stations in each category. 

FEW MONTHS 

"Once It is known that 
others are prepared to co¬ 
operate in such a program, 
these analyses could be under¬ 
taken within the space of the 
few months required to expand 
existing Canadian laboratory 
facilities and analytical staff “ 

Green said earlier Canada 
is ready to spend nearly $500,- 
000 to get the plan working. 
IMPORTANCE 

Diplomats attached consid¬ 
erable importance to the unani¬ 
mous reaction to the Canadian 
proposal, since it was inevi¬ 
tably linked with disarmament 
although specifically described 
as an issue apart from the! 
cold war by Green on numer 
ous occasions. 

All 82 members of the UN I 
earlier joined in co-sponsorship 
of a disarmament resolution 
inspired by the Soviet Union, j 
but it is couched in general < 
terms.

Planned for 


A scheme to provide educa¬ 
tional and hobby classes for 
Victoria’s senior citizens is in 
the planning stage and should 
be in operation within'# year. 

Co-sponsored by the Silver 
Threads Service and the adult 
education division of the 
Greater Victoria school board, 
the plan would provide for the 
senior citizens the equivalent 
of night school classes at times 
convenient for them.

“Present courses are not at¬ 
tractive to older people be 
causa they are at night, and 
because the fee is sometimes 
too high for them. Under this 
pirn the fee would be kept to 
the minimum possible and 
courses would be held during 
the day as well as in the eve¬ 
ning.” 

At the moment, effort is 
centered around finding a suit¬ 
able place to hold the courses, 
as well as locating instructors 
to teach them. 

NEXT FALL 

“We are now doing a survey 
of places available." Mr. Dalg¬ 
leish said. “It will probably 
be next fall before we can get 
started, but if we can speed 
things up, so much the better. 

"We want courses specific¬ 
ally for the aged. The impor¬

The Victoria Electric 
Club left no haze of cigaret 
smoke in the dining-room 
after luncheon yesterday, 
and no one went out smok¬ 
ing. 

The luncheon speaker was 
Dr. Reuben Matiko, and he 
said later that people rarely 
smoke while watching the 
film he showed, or light up 
afterward. 

TAR STAINED LUNG 
The film told the story of a 
heavy-smoking newspaper man. 
from 
through 
to successful operation — the 
removal of one tar-stained 
lung—In detail and in color. 

Twenty-three thousand 
Americans died of lung cancer 
in a recent year. Dr. Matiko 
told the club, and in 95 per 
cent of the cases, he said, 
death was traceable to smok¬ 
ing. 

DIRECT PROPORTION 

Chances of developing lung 
cancer, he said, are In direct 
proportion to the amount of 
tobacco smoked daily and the 
number of years of smoking. 
And authorities rate 21 to 24 
cigarets a day as excessively 
heavy smoking. 

The increase in cigaret 
smoking has paralleled the in¬ 
crease . in lung cancer: lung 
cancer increased 471 per cent 
while cigaret consumption in¬ 
creased 220 per cent over a 
period of 23 years, he said. 

DOUBLES RATE 

Snjoking, he added, also Is a 
factor in cardio vascular dia- 
the American Cancer 
Society says it nearly doubles 
the death rate In disease of the 
coronary arteries. 

It has been pointed out. Dr. 
Matiko said, that women don’t 
die of lung cancer at the same 
rate as men—‘The best answer 
is, give them time and they 
will.” Women didn’t start 
smoking until the 1920s, he 
said, and didn’t start smoking 
like men until years after that. 

STILL NEW 

'“Women are still apprentices 
at smoking, as it were, and 
it’s the number of years you 
have done it that counts.” 

And in answer to questions. 
Dr. Matiko gave these answers: 

Doctors smoke “because they 
are as human as you are.” 
(He doesn’t, and never has.) 

Air pollution has been sug¬ 
gested to be a cause of the 
increase in lung cancer, but 
statistics show the incidence 
of lung canoer In rural areas 
is the same as in cities. 

IT ALL DEPENDS 
Smoking in any form Is 
dangerous — “It all depends 
where you want your cancer. 
If you want cancer of the lip, 
smoke a pipe.” 

Even if you quit smoking, 
you may die of lung cancer 
some day. Tars stay In 
lungs. 

Lots of “quit-smoking” pills 
are “quite effective, but the 
biggest thing is will power.” 

He has had many patients 
quit smoking, “but not one by 
cutting down. It can’t be done.”
